Waterloo Region's no-smoking bylaw, which bans 
smoking in all indoor places including restaurants, 
bars, bingo halls and coffee shops, came into effect 
Jan. 1. 

As of Jan. 4, the region’s bylaw department otti- 
cially declared war on smokers by enforcing the 
bylaw. . 

It is said to be the toughest bylaw of its kind in 
Ontario.

However, smokers who refuse to show ID could be 
convicted of obstruction, which is punishable by a 
fine from $425 to $5,000 under the Ontario 
Municipal Act. 

On Jan. 6, five days into Waterloo Region’s contro- 
versial bylaw, local bar owners said they plan to pro- 
ceed with a lawsuit against the region unless health 
inspectors decide to buck off on enforcement, 
according to a Record article. 

Conestoga has been smoke free since 1988. 

This was one of the best decisions the college made 
because it takes into consideration the health of non- 
smokers. . ^ . 

Many people argue that the new bylaw infringes 
on the smoker's rights and will be difficult to 
enforce. 

Many smokers think the government is trying to 
make them stop smoking. 

But the regional government only wants to do one 
tiling, and that is to regulate where people smoke 
and improve the air we breathe. 

Second-hand smoke infringes on non-smoke 
rights. 

The bylaw is not an issue of rights, but rather 
issue of health. 

The smoke not only harms the lungs and health of 
the smoker, but the second-hand smoke is harmful ' 
the non-smoker’s health. 

The federal government has launched campaigns 
to reduce youth smoking by launching a $1 billion 
lawsoit against RJ Reynolds Tobacco. 

They also have plans to put photos of cancerous 
lungs on cigarette packages. 

It’s time for bar, restaurant and coffee shop 
in Waterloo Region to realize that smoking in public- 
places is a thing of the past. 

People will he asked to move outside to smoke and 
they will be asked to butt out. Smoking is a health 
hazard.
